Cav- 
endish, who discovered that the car- 
bonate is soluble in water charged 
with carbon dioxides, demonstrated

many natural waters, and indicated 
thus a serious source of loss from the 
calcium carbonate (lime) stores of the 
soil. 


Johnston wrote in 1849 on "Use of 


Lime in Agriculture:" 
"Experience 


everywhere teaches that the influence 
of the lime we have laid upon our 
fields after a time gradually diminish- 
es, the grass becomes visibly less rich 
and fuller of weeds every year, the 
crops of corn less abundant, the sam- 
ple of grain inferior, and the kind of 
grain which the land will ripen less 
valuable. Does the lime actually dis- 
appear from the soil, or does it merely 
cease to act? This question was most 
distinctly answered by Lampadius. He 
mingled lime with the'soil of a certain 
piece of land until it was in prouovtion 
of 1.19 per cent of its whole weU'ht, 
and he determined subsequently by 
analysis the proportion of lime it con- 
tained in each of the three succeeding 
years. The first year it contained J.I 
per cent carbonate of lime; tho second 
O.S9 per cent; the third 0.52 per cent; 
the fourth 0.24 per cent. There car, be 
no question, therefore, that' the lime 
gradually disappears or is re moved 
from the soil."

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What We Should Know 


About The Citrus Tree 


i 


Deductions made by J, R. Hodges, 


^ocal horticultural 
inspector, which 


have been outlined recently in the Los 
Angeles Times, show that there is a 
great need of investigation along the 
line of water, and just how much is 
•necessary for the welfare of an orange 
tree. Mr. Hodges has been making 
«xperiments on his own trees In Co- 
vina, and gave his opinions to former 
^Horticultural Commissioner J. W. Jef- 
frey, who conducts a page in the mag- 
azine section of the Sunday Times. 
The article is as follows: 


There has been an increasing ten- 


dency of late years toward semi-tech- 
nical experimentation on the part of 
the practical orchardist. This tenden- 


' cy should be encouraged, as it takes 


nothing from our interest in purely 
scientific work and may add to our 
knowledge of good horticultural prac- 
' tice. 


J. R. Hodges of Covina has had cer- 


tain investigations under way for some 
time in this line that he has kindly 
described to me. His experiments may 
be suggestive to others, and I submit 
them with this idea in view. 


l.v To determine approximately the 


amount of water required by a tree, 
say twenty years old, in order to 
maintain it In a healthy condition. 


2. To determine a system of fer- 


tilizing that could be permanently 
maintained without detriment to the 


i 
soil or tree. 


3. To institute a system of main- 


tenance that would introduce and con- 
tinue a regular supply of soil bacteria 
under the surface of the ground. 


4. To apply cultural conditions that 


would not interfere with the fibrous 
root growth, assuming that the top soil 


,: was always the most fertile if it car- 


ried a fair degree of moisture so as to 
maintain bacteria activity. 


5. To introduce a system of irriga- 


tion that would maintain a more regu- 
'lar supply of moisture in the ground, 
and particularly on the surface, and 
that would not wash the land from the 
•upper to the lower side of the field, 
leaving the laud too dry and too wet 
alternating. 


6. To introduce a system of fertil- 


izing that would be economical in pro- 
portion to the fruit produced. 


7. To determine in building up an 


old or neglected tree whether it would 
be better to cut the tree down to a 
stump and grow new wood altogether, 
or leave the old wood and depending 
upon building from the same. 


.8. To determine also what would 


be the effect on the fruit and the 
bearing qualities of the tree in keeping 
-up a supply of moisture and fertilizer 
sufficient to keep up a continuous and 
regular flow of sap sufficient to main- 
tain the tree in a growing condition 
at all time duriug suitable weather. 


9. To determine the importance of 


maintaining a relatively high percent- 


' age of humus in the various stages and 


in such a way that the fibrous roots 
.."W.auld have '• free access to it without 
mechanical interference. 


EXPERIMENTAL METHODS. 


Mr. Hodges bought a city lot with 


a few twenty-year-old Washington na- 
vel trees and one lemon. He cut down 
all but six of the trees, and with the 
lemon they were the trees used in the 
experiments covering the nine points. 
The trees had been neglected for three 


years prior to the purchase, had not 
been irrigated during that time, and 
were .entirely devoid of foliage. Two 
of 
them 
were 
cut 
down, leaving 


stumps eighteen inches in height, leav- 
ing the navel stub about one foot in 
height from which to allow suckers 
to grow. The other four trees were 
not disturbed. Treatment was begun 
on the 15th day of last January. Mr. 
Hodges' first work was to build a per- 
manent basin around each tree about 
four inches high, so shaping the ba- 
sins that when irrigated, the water 
would not get closer than eighteen 
inches from the trunk. Each basin was 
made sixteen feet in diameter, a dam 
run across the center to each to adapt 
the water perfectly to the contour of 
the land and maintain an even wet- 
ting. The trees were twenty-two feet 
apart, which left the basin margins 
six feet from each other. A coating of 
barnyard manure two inches 
thick 


was applied to each circle, spreading 
evenly, care being taken not to disturb 
the ground within the circles in any 
way. Then followed 80 cubic feet of 
water to each tree, which was contin- 
uel every fourteen days from January 
to September. The mulching was left 
undisturbed and no attention paid to 
the land outside the basins except to 
pull up the weeds. It required 500 
pounds of manure, and the mulch is 
holding out well at this time. 


In the first growth on the unpruned 


trees the leaves were puny, about a 
half-inch in diameter. 
The second 


growth about the average size, and 
the third above the average. 


RESULTS. 


1. It will take slightly in excess of 


an inch of water to five acres to give 
the trees the required moisture. 


2. Present 
appearances 
indicate 


that the system might be maintained 
without injury to the soil, but v.it.h 
positive benefit to both trees and soU. 


3. 'About two inches of barnvard 


man-.iro is sufficient for a good mui"h 
without excluding the air and to allow 
a slow decomposition without bacterial 
ferment. 
' 


4. Without disturbing the fibrous 


roots with cultivation they are free to 
market their regular growth. Many of 
them have grown six inches long dur- 
ing the season, while on the tpfees not 
so irrigated in many places near the 
tree are dead. 


5. Each tree received 
about 50 


cents' worth of barnyard manure. To 
maintain the mulch for another year 
will require about half as much. The 
process will be followed with small 
quantities of commercial fertilizer. 


6. In that soil thirty to forty days 


is too long a period to let the soil go 
without water. The land that has been 
kept bare for years does not hold the 
moisture. The washings from the up- 
per to the lower side in old orchards 
is serious and needs correction. A 
permanent basin would correct this. 


7. Old trees can be restored even 


after they appear to be gone. 


8. Probably puffy fruit could be de- 


creased by keeping the ground con- 
tinually moist. 


9. Next year will show to what ex- 


tent the plan is raising the permanent 
humus supply. The soil there is gen- 
erally deficient in humus and the pro- 
cess of cultivationx -has been very 
wasteful in that respect.

But he cannot 
do it without some assistance from the 
people most interested in the baseball 
game, putting it on a sure and solid 
basis. 
If you are going to have a 


team, and a fairly good team, there 
must be some organized effort on the 
part of the tans. Cooperation is the 
one and only thing that will ever 
brinr; about the result. A manager 
cannot do things without 
a small 


amount of capital to start with, for 
ono thing. Now, this is the point. Why 
not rut a little money into the hat, 
say about a hundred dollars or 
HO, 


start the team out with a new outfit 
of uniforms, run the team on a busi- 
nesslike basis, account tor every cent 
of the receipts, and at the end of the 
year put the money into the bank, to 
be held over until next Reason. Ap- 
point a board of directors, who will 
see that things are run properly, take 
care of the gate money, and see that 
each man on the team is given a 
square deal. Allow the manager free 
reign up to a certain point, and from 


there on make him answerable to the 
board of directors. This is a small 
place, but organization^ will be the one 
remedy for the evils 'that have been 
suffered in the past. 


We have one of the best little ball 


towns in the country, and it seems a 
bit of a hardship that the sporting ap- 
preciation of a community has to be 
bottled up, or .wasted on a counterfeit 
proposition. A baseball gold brick is 
a hard article to dispose of more than 
once in a place like Covina. 


Covert has a big, long young man 


by the name of Rossback, who has the 
dust of the Connecticut league on his 
shoes. 
This young man can pitch 


some of the speediest, twistiest balls 
that have sizzled across the white pen- 
tagon for many summers. He pitched 
for Glendora for the last two or three 
innings last Sunday. Bradley, "Si" 
Bradley, you know, was doing the re- 
ceiving, and after trying to block a 
few of them, he said, "I tell you there's 
something 
behind 
them 
pellets." 


Bradley didn't have to throw many 
back to the attenuated twirler; they 
bounced back after hitting the pad. 
Rossback never has much to say, but 
this much escaped him: "Let me try 
out against some of the teams you 
have in Southern California. I want a 
little practice before going east again." 


The balance of the team that is 


about ready to sign up are: Wachob, 
Russell, Middaugh, Stewart, Taylor, 
Harrison, Wicker, Kendall. In this 
aggregation that have made good in 
big company are Wicker, Harrison 
and Rossback.

Our First Steam Warship. 


The Fulton, which at the time of her 


construction in the early thirties was 
classed as a "steam battery," was the 
first United States warship that was 
propelled by stenm. She was built un- 
der the superintendence of Commodore 
Matthew Galbraith Perry and at the 
time of her completion in 1837 was re- 
garded as one of the world's wonders 
by way of naval architecture and pow- 
er at sea. The Fulton was the cause 
of no little speculation on the part 
of European powers, for at that time 
she was looked upon by other nations 
as all but invincible. When this won- 
der of the sea was put in commission 
Commodore Perry, then holding the 
rank of commander, was put In com- 
mand of her, and he presently came to 
be called the "father of the steam 
navy." 
The Fulton was built pri- 


marily for defense of New York har- 
bor, but she served as well to demon- 
strate the practical utility of steam 
power for warships.—New York Times. 


Silent Lawyers. 


It is almost a maxim nowadays that 


a lawyer's real importance at the bar 
is in inverse ratio to his prominence 
in the papers. The truth is that law- 
yers of great importance seldom now- 
adays appear-in court. In the old days 
the great lawyer was the eloquent 
lawyer; today the great lawer is the 
silent one.

acid belug spilled a specially construct- 
ed bottle is employed. The stopper of 
this is made of glass and contains a 
long pointed glass rod which passes 
down the center of the bottle. When 
nil article of jewelry is to be tested 
the stopper is simply removed, and 
the- article is touched with the point of 
the glass rod to which n very slight 
quantity of iicid has adhered. Gold is 
not affected by the acid, but imitation 
metal turns green.

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Federal Troops As Fire-Fighters. 


With our own waU-r sheds in the Sierra Madre mountains gravely 


5n danger each season from fires, it is gratifying to learn that Presi- 
dent Taft is seriously considering the feasibility of making the na- 
tional standing army an efficient fire-fighting force. A fire line of 
twenty-seven miles in length WHS maintained last summer in the 
mountains of Oregon, through the use of federal troops, and according 
to George M. Cornwall, in an article in the American Forestry Maga- 
zine, these troops gave an excellent account of themselves. 


General Wood is at present opposed to this idea, and Secretary of 


AVar Stirnsdii agrees with him. but arra> 'd in favor of it are many 
military experts, who maintain that it, would increase the military 


efficiency of the army. General Wood says that fire-fighting would 
materially interfere with military maneuver.';. 


Covina practically gets its life-blood from the mountains on the 


north. Disastrous fires, if they were frequent enough, would soon 
dry up the moisture that feeds the irrigated canals. Without the 
eovcring of shrubbery and verdure, the hills would not retain the 
moisture and it would be precipitated into the streams and hurry 
on down to the sea. When fires start in the mountains the little band 
of forest rangers is inadequate. The men cannot cope with the situa- 
tion. 
Fire-fighting is horribly hard'work to everyone, especially to 


those not hardened to the hills. 
When men are brought from the 


valleys, they often wear out in a few hours of fire-fighting. Troops 
are inured to hardships. They are fitted with accoutrements that 
will keep them a long time when away from a base of supplies. And 
the use of federal troops last summer in fighting fires has demon- 
strated that the men welcome the change and enter into the arduous 
work with a /.est. 
Covina is interested in this movement. Here's 


hoping that it may turn out to be a feasible plan.

The seedless lemon, for which botan- 


ical experts have unsuccessfully labor- 
ed to produce for many years, has 
been discovered in San Bernardino.

The bud-wood, from which the trees 


now bearing the seedless lemons have 
been grown, came from a sample pro- 
vided by the department of agricul- 
ture a number of years ago, having 
been labeled "citron of commerce." 
Instead of citroYi, however, the trees 
are bearing seedless lemons. 


The original bud came from Italy, 


but according to officials of the de- 
partment of agriculture, a search of 
the groves of the old world failed to 
reveal any trees which bear seedless 
lemons. Fruit men believe the char- 
acter of the fruit was changed through 
budding. 


Twelve trees, all of which grow 


lemons without a sign of seeds, form 
part of a grove owned by I. E. Bush 
of Rialto. Government experts have 
pronounced them the only seedless 
lemon trees known to exist in the en- 
tire world.

Blind father Hurrying to His Burned 


Child Stumbles Over a Table- 


Sight Gone Seven Years 


After seven years of total blindness, 


Henry Penniman of Pen-is valley, saw 
the light of day for the first time yes- 
terday. 


While hastening to respond to the 


terrified cries of his child, who has 
fallen against a Vhot stove, Penniman 
stumbled 'over a table and fell to the 
floor. As he arose the curtain of dark- 
ness that had hung for seven long 
years before his eyes, rolled away. 
His sight was restored. 


Penniman was injured in 1904 when 


the team with which he was plowing 
ran away. The lines caught about his 
body and he was dragged for a half 
a mile. His back was injured, but he 
recovered with the exception of the 
loss of his eyesight. Some nerve, sur- 
geons believe, was dislodged as he 
was dragged over the ground. His 
fall yesterday snapped it back into 
place.

A Marvel of Insect Mechanism. 


The sting of a certain Indian fly of- 


fers as marked an example of design 
in nature as can well be ^Imagined. 
When seen through a magnifying glass 
It is found to be composed of three 
sharp blades folded into one with 
their cutting edges outward and run- 
ning clown to one flne point. 
When 


the fly inserts this upi to the hilt in its 
victim the three blades fly apart, and 
then it Is seen that each Inner edge- is 
a beautiful saw, worked by six sep- 
arate muscles, so that whe'n with- 
drawn the instrument rips its way out 
with a gush of blood. But now comes 
the most curious provision of all. It 
would not do to fold up these blades 
with the blood adhering to them, so 
each blade Is provided at its base with 
a flne brush of hairs growing out of 
an 'oil gland, which provides an anti- 
septic secretion to keep the blades 
clean. 


A new railroad commission act was 


one of the matters which the recent 
conference of legislators urged Gov- 
ernor Johnson to include in his call 
for a special session of the legisla- 
ture. This act will be drawn to carry 
out the provisions of the railroad coin- 
missions in the state, except in so far 
as incorporated cities and towns may 
retain the powers which they now 
have. 


The public service corporations to 


be covered will be all kinds of rail- 
roads a«d ookumoa carriers, telegraph 
companies, (me, light, heat, power, wa- 
ter and pipe line companies. The legis- 
lature will probably confer upon the 
commission power not merely to fix 
the rates but to control the service, 
equipment and facilities of these com- 
panies. 


One of the most important provi- 


sions of the law will be the section 
centering upon the commission power 
to regulate the issues of stocks, bonds, 
notes and other evidences of indebt- 
edness. Important changes will also 
be made in the matter of court pro- 
cedure, so as to insure a more speedy 
settlement of 'controversies and to 
protect more fully the decisions of the 
commission.

Where Humbler Homes Stood 


Within a mile square in the lower 


portion of what is known as the Irwin- 
clale district ten houses have been 
built during the last, year, all of the 
comfortable, 
well-appointed 
modern 


bungalow style. No other part of the 
Covina valley has seemed to attract 
the new builders as much, and the rea- 
son is apparent 
when 
one 
drives 


through the territory, for the scenery 
of the mountains on the north is seen 
to a glorious advantage, and the coun- 
try in which these houses have been 
built is one of the richest spots in all 
Southern California. It is a country 
of oranges, of alfalfa and walnuts, and 
for every crop that has made the state 
famous. These houses are for the 
most part occupied by the middle- 
class, hard-working, intelligent Ameri- 
can, a few Germans and other nation- 
alities who have become citizens of 
the United States, and are prospering. 
Several of the new houses have sim- 
ply 
supplanted 
the 
old California 


house that the people lived in before 
the profits began to come in. These 
beautiful bungalows, in some instan- 
ces, hide a little, thinly-built building, 
gray and beaten by the sun and rain, 
that has sheltered the family during 
the years of early pioneering. 


The. 
dwellers in this territory are 


surrounding the 
new houses 
with 


lawns, with artificial cement work 
and shrubbery, and anyone who has 
not been down through the Lucky 
Baldwin plains for a couple of years, 
•will be astounded at the change that 
has been made. Just now, a number 
of them are working hard to pet the 
Covina city water extended to the 
new homes. The water mains do not 
reach this portion of the Covina val- 


' ley as yet, and the people are using 


water from their own wells. 
Wind- 


mills are everywhere. But the people 
would be better satisfied with the wat- 
er piped into the house, and it is said 
that the Covina Domestic Water Com- 
pany will give them the desired ser- 
vices in a short while. They are also 
anxious for electric lights. 
Many of 


the houses are lighted by acetylene 
lamps, and the method is a good one 
in lieu of electricity. But the time will 
not be long before the Pacific Light & 
Power Company will be obliged to ac- 
cede to the requests of these people 
and give them the lighting services 
that they deserve. 


ON ARROYO DRIVE. 


It was just about a year ago that 


Leonard Reeg built his bungalow or. 
Arroyo Drive, which is a little road 
running among the walnuts and al- 
falfa patches. Mr. Reeg and his fam- 
ily moved into an old California house 
about seven years ago, and began to 
cultivate the soil. Seven years of till- 
ing the soil has brought him to a 
prosperous condition. 


In a talk with Reeg the other day, 


he said that he realized $1100 from 


" three acres of oranges, and these are 


yotfrig trees. Reeg's grqye is on the 
outer edge of the present orange dis- 
trict. It is on the edge of the Lucky 
Baldwin plains where the older set 
tiers said that oranges would not do 
well, but Reeg's orchard has demon- 
strated that there is no better locality 
in the valley for the raising of citrus 
fruits. 
Mr. Reeg's farm was planted 


to 'potatoes largely, the past year. Ten 
acres were planted, and brought from 
$1.50 to $2.00 per sack. All the ranch- 
ers in that vicinity made good money 
out of potatoes this year. 


Mr. Reeg's new house is a story and 


one-half and has ten rooms, with a 
modern bungalow roof. He has also 
moved back his barn and is remodel- 
ing it. Mr. Reeg has 26 acres, five of 
which is in oranges, and the remainder 
in alfalfa, potatoes and walnuts. 


Just below Mr. Reeg's place is the 


Taschner residence, which has not yet 
been occupied. 
The interior is not 


yet finished. This is a nine-room bun- 
galow, and faces the south. 
All the 


modern conveniences are being intro- 
duced into Mr. Taschner's new home. 


Like Mr. Reeg 
and 
others, Mr. 


Taschner is to move from an old Cal- 
ifornia house to his modern dwelling. 
The old house sets on the back of the 
ranch under the guui trees, and has 
been the home of the Covina rancher 
since he began the tilling of the soil 
here. Mr. Taschner is a raiser of 
small fruits, alfalfa and potatoes, and 
like his neighbors, has realized well 
from his crops during the last year.

King is the home of Charles Grafton, 
which has been occupied but a few- 
days. Like some of his nieghbors, he 
has moved from the little old house 
of the past, into his modern dwelling. 
This is a six room house, having large 
rooms. Mr. Grafton has spent consid- 
erable time and money in fitting up 
the yards. The paths are bordered by 
round stone copings, the driveways 
laid down in crushed stone, and over 
the front walk at the entrance, is an 
artistic arch of stone. 
Mr. Grafton 


has twenty acres, all in bearing or- 
anges. 


On this same street is the new name 


of C. O. Ross, an eight room house 
built with high studding and having 
two stories at the front. Mr. Ross" 
home fronts on the east.
